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Chicanos Submit Affirmative Action Plan

Chicano plaintiffs in the 
discrimination suit against the 
Regents of the University of 
California and UCSC filed last 
October released their plan for 
Affirmative Action on this campus 
Tuesday. 

‘Affirmative Action is the legal 
relief sought by the plaintiffs in the 
suit for the alleged discriminatory 
practices detailed in that suit. 

What Affirmative Action really 
means in this context is to create 
concrete policy at the University 
for recruiting, admitting, and 
hiring more minorities and women 
at UCSC. 

Presently, there is on_ this 
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campus an Affirmative Action 
Unit which was set up by 
Chancellor Dean E. McHenry 
earlier this year in response to 
President Charles Hitch’s order to 
do so earlier this year. 

The Chicano Affirmative Action 
plan differs however with the 
present structure and purposes of 
the Affirmative Action Unit 
already, functioning at UCSC. 

The différences between the 
present Unit in service and the 
proposed plan are basically 
differences in scope, structure, and 
in some ways, intent. 

The Chicano Affirmative Action 
plan would have a new Assistant 
Chancellorship formed for 
Minority Affairs whose duty would 
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be to implement the Affirmative 
Action policy in all __ its 
ramifications. 

Presently, the Affirmative 
Action Unit on campus is headed 
by Wilma Stroughter. She is 
-assisted. by Vice Chancellors 
Brewster Smith and Harold Hyde, 
co-directors of the program. 

The proposed plan _ also 
stipulates grievance procedures for 
any women or minorities who feel 
they have incurred disérimination 
from the administration in either 
recruitment, hiring, promotion, 
termination, or managerial 
treatment practices at this 
campus. 

The Affirmative Action Unit 
does not have any provisions for 
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Operation Wilder To Force Dialogue; 
Cite Water, Sewage, Traffic Problems

Operation Wilder plans to hold 
a “sit down” at this Tuesday’s City 
Council meeting to demand 
response to its criticism’ of the 
North Coast General Plan and to 
the proposed North Coast 
development. 

The group wants more dialogue 
to take place between concerned 
citizens and Council members. 
Operation Wilder feels _ its 
objections to the North Coast 
General Plan have not been given 
ample consideration by either the 
Planning Commission or by the 
Council. 

According to Shirley 
Zimmerman, spokesmen for the 
group will ‘demand action on a 
list of things,” while supporters 
will sit in the Council gallery 
“waiting for them (the City 
Council) to take action on our 
(Operation Wilder’s) requests.” 

Operation Wilder spokesmen 
will present specific research data 
to the Council which testifies 
against both the annexation of the 
North Coast area and the proposed 
Wilder Ranch and Beaches 
development. 

“If the City is serious about 
limiting growth to a rate that can 
be accomodated, there is no need 
for the Wilder Ranch 
(development) or North Coast 
development until 1989,” 
commented one of the 80 persons 


attending Tuesday  night’s 
Operation Wilder organizational 
meeting. 


Jerry Bowden, environmental 
lawyer at UCSC, added that the 
group is “not opposed to normal 
growth of Santa Cruz, but is 
opposed to this particular proposal 
(Wilder Ranch and Beaches) 
because it is unnecessary.” 

He said, “It is untrue that we 
(Operation Wilder) are trying to 
build a Great Wall of China 
around Santa Cruz,” but added 
“we want to have growth within 
the city limits where it will be 
much more manageable.” 

Operation Wilder requests 


governmental studies to be done 
concerning sewage, traffic and 
water problems that will be 
generated by North Coast 
development. 

The land in question, just north 
of Santa Cruz on Highway 1, 
includes 3800 acres. The Wilder 
Ranch development would put a 
minimum of 10,000 to 12,000 
houses in this now open area. 
Approximately 14,000 houses exist 
in the city of Santa Cruz presently. 

One Operation Wilder 
researcher says Santa Cruz does 
not have the proper sewage 
facilities to handle such a 
development. Although the project 
would increase sewage from its 
present 7,000,000 gallons per day 
to well over 21,000,000 gallons, the 
spokesman said that the city has 
‘no plans for (substantially) 
upgrading the sewage system.” 

Another member of the group, 
Chris Farmsworth, investigated 
the water aspect of the proposal. 
He said the Wilder Ranch 
developers plan to use water from 
the Zayante Creek and Scott Creek 
reservoirs. He said these plans are 
not in accordance with the County 


General Plan. He added that the 
Scott Creek reservoir is ‘‘not 


- supposed to be built until 1989,” 


and has been ‘‘recommended to be 
abandoned (anyway) on account of 
landslides.” 

The Zayante Reservoir, he said, 
is “‘already earmarked for other 
areas of growth in the City.” 


grievance procedures in any area 
of conflict with faculty, staff, or 
students. 

The proposed Chicano plan for 
Affirmative Action also 
incorporates students into all 
phases of its general policy. There 
is no provision at all for students in 
the Affirmative Action Unit. 

Brenda Freeman, assistant to 
Stroughter in the Affirmative 
Action Unit said, “There are 
tentative plans for reorganization 
of the Council to allow more equal 
representation for the affected 
classes.” 

The Council she is referring to 
here is the Coordinating Council 
made up of representatives of 
staff, academic, vendor, and 
construction peronnel who advise 
the Unit on specific 
recommendations in regard to the 
implementation and development 
of the program. 

Current members of the Council 
are: Lloyd Ring, Vice-Chancellor 
of Academic Affairs; Louis 
Fackler, Physical Planning; John 
Mortenson, Personnel Manager; 
and Wayne Ove, Purchasing 
Manager. 

At present, there are no 
minority or women members of 
this advisory Council to the 
Affirmative Action Unit. 

Roberto Rubalcava, 
Coordinator for the Educational 
Opportunity Program and a 
plaintiff in the suit has released a 
statement to the Press on the 
Affirmative Action plan. In it he 
says: 

“There has not been one 


Affirmative Action Program that 
has worked. All up to this point 
have failed simply because they 
were written by the benign 
suppressive bureaucrats that 
maintain the system. 

“Secondly the programs have 
been run by these same 
maintenance suppressors or their 
baroque window dressing 
“tokens.” It is impossible for the 
officials at UCSC to write and run 
a program for the benefit of the 
poor, minorities and females, let 
alone direct an Affirmative Action 
Program that would effect change 
according to goals and timetables. 

“Our reformist posture, 
proposed structure, projected time 
tables and goals will bring changes 
that in five years will provide the 
only successful plan.” 

Brewster Smith has refused to 
comment at this point on the 
Chicano Affirmative Action plan. 
Both the Chancellor and Harold 
Hyde were out of town at press 
time. 

Lloyd Ring said ‘‘This is merely 
a form of input into what an 
Affirmative Action Plan will be; in 
compliance with the stipulation (of 
the Chicano suit) that ideas will be 
accepted from the plaintiffs. 

“These suggestions will indeed 
be taken into consideration and 
relevant suggestions will be 
included.” 

The Concilio de Asuntos 
Chicanos, one of the major 
plaintiff groups involved in filing 
the original suit and_ the 
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Operation Wilder researchers Planners Take First Steps 
say that the Wilder Beaches 


proposal will increase traffic on 
the Mission Street corridor from 
its present 10,000 cars per day to 
45,000 cars. They said the city 
plans to widen Mission Street to 
six lanes and to ban most on-street 
parking. 

Overflow traffic is planned to be 
dispersed through the surrounding 
esidential streets, including 
Delaware, High, King, Empire 
Grade and West Cliff Drive, they 
said. 

“West Santa Cruz will not be 
the nice place to live then that it is 
now,” one person commented. 

Operation Wilder spokesmen 
say the City has not included 
economic or open space studies of 
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Doctors Against Abortion

Over fifty aoctors at the Santa 
Cruz County Hospital have written 
up a petition asking the Board of 
Supervisors to eliminate the 
hospital’s abortion clinic and to 
ban the importing of doctors from 
outside the county to perform 
abortions here. 

A Joint Conference Committee, 
members including Supervisors 
Harry and Forbus, two executive 
medical staff members and a 
representative from the County 
Administration, met Monday and 
again yesterday in an attempt to 
work out some settlement. 

If this executive session cannot 
come to an agreement, the matter 
will be heard by the county board 


on Tuesday, February 13. 

The resolution was first 
submitted to the hospital 
administration. Dr. Louis 
Ruschin released a statement last 
week announcing a_ two-week 
moratorium on abortions, giving 


_ the protesting doctors time to 


petition the board. Clearly, the 
hospital administration did not 
want to have to make the decision. 

The three-week-old abortion 
clinic in Santa Cruz General 
Hospital was put into operation as 
a result of the November 1972 
Supreme Court ruling which 
stated that in up to three months 
of pregnancy, the decision for an 
abortion was left entirely up to the 
woman and her doctor. Seven

The housing and circulation 
elements of the general plan were 
outlined to the Santa Cruz city 
planning commission at their 
study session last Wednesday. 

Incorporation of these elements, 
now under preparation is required 
by the state and recommended in 
the 1971 “Policy Basis of the 
General Plan,” which sets forth 
guidelines for planning in the city. 

Policies for the housing plan 
emphasize “‘Variety in choice of 
housing and _ neighborhoods, 
growth in an orderly manner and 
the encouragement of increased 
privacy and more aesthetic 
amenities.” 

Planners divided the city in 17 
“neighborhoods” to be used in 
preparing the housing, circulation 
and open space elements of the 
plan. Each area will be surveyed 
for distribution, size, and vacancy 
rate of its housing, for historic 
structures, and for any special 


‘needs it has as a neighborhood.’ 


Data on age, income, and 
population per household of 
occupants, will also be surveyed to 
determine the types of housing 
needed in the city. 

After the needs of the various 
areas have been determined and 
their capacity to absorb growth 
determined by calculating the use 
of vacant land and the possible 
changes to more intensive uses the 
ultimate population of each area 
in the city will be calculated. From

this, a possible ultimate 
population figure for the city of 
Santa Cruz will be arrived at. 
The city will then be in a 
position to determine how much 


new housing it is going to permit, . 


what type of housing this will be, 
and where it will be allowed. 
Types of units not in demand 
will be discouraged because it will 
be known precisely what sort of 
units are and are not needed. A 
growth ceiling could be put on the 
city once the ultimate population 
had been determined. 
Encouragement of low-income 
housing along with housing for 
students and for the elderly is one 
of the recommendations of the 
policy basis. Other policy basis 
recommendations are the 
alteration of zoning criteria to 
provide for added privacy; if 
necessary by making a trade off 
with setbacks, or front or side 
yards. Also recommended is the 
revision of ordinances to permit 
more freedom in design. 
Presentation of the circulation 
element was highlighted by 
discussion of the feasibility of the 
“line 4” freeway route which 
would cut across the bottom of the 
UCSC campus. A major problem 
in the construction of any freeway 
is the lack of money—Northern 
California now gets only forty per 
cent of the state highway money. 
There is no extra money for the 
project, at least until 1975.

Reading repeatedly over the last week that various public figures are 
concerned over how hard U.C. professors work, or don’t, I decided to 
keep rather more accurate records than my time usually permits of just 
what I happened to do during the week in question, as a full professor of 
English at Berkeley. 

I would like to stress that this was a normal week, and that my diary 
for the current quarter confirms this. Moreover, as Chairman of the 
Senate Teaching Committee reviewing nominations for our 
Distinguished Teaching Awards over the last two years, I am able to 
assure you that this schedule is far lighter than that of the hardest 
working Berkeley faculty. Since all fifty nominees demonstrated more 
arduous, varied, and numerous pedagogic activities than mine. 

I am sure that some faculty members also work less - at least I hope so, 
since someone will have to stay healthy if the campus is to survive. 

It would be of particular interest for me to know how I should fit in the 
extra class or two proposed by various critics of U.C. I suppose there is 
always Sunday afternoon, should students be willing. And I could refuse 
to talk to any individual students at all at any time; but this makes 
running a course of 200 students very difficult, and it is even hard with 30 
or so. 

Perhaps I should not try to prepare my classes, but since they include 
numerous alert graduate students, high school and even college teachers, 
this might prove risky. Nor is it wise to drop the weekend seminars for 
high school teachers, since they prepare our students and need to know 
what we are doing. 

Let me conclude by saying that I do not write this in a mood of 
resentment about my job: I like doing it, and I consider my schedule at 
best representative. 
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Several months ago the Sunday edition of the San Fancisco Examiner 


& Chronicle carried the “Professional Schedule (for Professor 
H.M.Richmond, English Department of the University of California, 
Berkelev) for what was presented as a typical week in the academic life of 
Professor Richmond, and, by implication, of the rest of us in the 
University of California ‘“‘system.” Since it was put forward thus, in a 
sense, in behalf of all of us on the academic payroll to defend us agaisnt 
the suspicions of taxpayers, legislators and regents, it may seem 
ungracious to cavil at it but cavil I must. 

In my opinion, however laudable its author’s intentions it sadly 
misrepresents the nature of intellectual and scholarly life. The week, as 
inventoried, is, to be sure, full of activity, of rushing from here to there, of 
writing official letters, attending meetings, making plans, reorganizing 
courses in the English 146 series, “Organizing and 
re-organizing, meeting and resolving and 
dissolving and meeting once more.” At the end of this 
dismal week, Professor Richmond adds with an air of concious virtue 
‘Please note I was only once required to be in two places at once this 
week; as I serve on half-a-dozen committees on the campus this is less 
than usual. I am also directing ten doctoral students work. Note I did 
no personal research this week, and have not managed to do any since 
the term started last September.” 

Since this is a professional schedule it is not perhaps surprising that 
this joyless litany gives no hint that Professor Richmond has a family, 
reads the newspapers and a magazine or two and even snatches a peek 
now and then at a TV program; that he ingests, enjoys good food and the 
‘company of friends, loves his students and takes pleasure in their 
company, has time for a casual chat with a colleague and gets in a bit of 
exercise now and then to help fight off dispepsia. Apparently all day and 
much of the night is consumed in this interminable rush, highlighted by 
those not infrequent occassions when he is supposed to be in two places 
at once - the ultimate justification of the harassed academic bureaucrat. 

Is this the life of the average professor at the University of California? 
If this is we are even worse off than anyone has suspected. If this has 
come to be the nature of the life of the great majority of teachers and 
scholars in the University of California then higher education, in 
California at least, is really in desperate straits. Perhaps we all need a 
little meditation, transcendental or otherwise, on the question of this 
higher education we're all so busy about. One of the things that strikes 


me, for instance, is that Professor Richmond is too busy in all his 


multifarious duties to do any ‘“‘personal research.”” But what is “personal 
research?” Isn’t he teaching and thinking and working out issues and 
problems concerned with his teaching every day? Looking up something 
somewhere to enlighten his pupils, to give them some new insight or 
perspective? Isn’t his own teaching a form of intensely personal 
research? Doesn’t his teaching give point and spirit to his research and 
his research constantly enhance his teaching? Or is one - personal 
research - the primary concern to be pursued in a cloistered retreat and 
teaching the “chore” , “the duty’’, the “‘load,”’ (as in “teaching load’’) to 
be done dutifully and often drearily as part of one’s obligation? 

I think that Professor Richmond, quite unwittingly, said a great more 
than he intended to say about the life of a faculty member in the 
University of California. The tone, of course is defensive (which is not at 
best a very attractive tone) because we all feel threatened and 
misunderstood. The Governor and some legislators at least seem to be 
constantly stating or implying that we are not giving the students or the 
taxpayers their money’s worth. We, on the other hand, feel worked to 
death, harried and chivvied by disillusioned students, demanding 
administrators and an unsympathetic public. Only yesterday we were 
the pride and glory of the state- the most extensive and distinguished 
enterprise of public education in the world. What has happened? How 
have we become the whipping boys of politicians and students alike? 

Well, in large part, by adapting or drifting into or being forced into the 
kind of life synopsisized by Professor Richmond. And then offering that 
life as our justification for drawing our salaries. If we haven’t the 
enterprise or imagination to create better life for ourselves (and not by 
any means incidentally for our students) I can’t think who would aspire 
to such a life or for a moment confuse it with the “‘life of the mind.”’ 

I think a good place to start would be by admitting that by and large 
and of course with many exceptions I am sure, we have treated our 
students very shabbily by turning our teaching responsibilities into 
something called ‘‘ a load,” and that we have all, teachers and students, 
suffered from that primary error. 

If we can undertand how teaching can once more become a pleasure 
and, indeed, a joy then we may be able to start setting things aright. 

Professor Richmond’s bleak recital, will, I expect, leave the taxpayers 
unmoved; it makes my blood run cold.

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Prison Project Sponsors Cody Concert 
For Women Inmate College Education

The Santa Cruz Prison Project, 
an educational workshop at the 
California Institute for Women, 
the first program to provide 
college level classes for women 
inmates, is presenting a benefit 
concert, featuring Commander 
Cody, Sunday, February 11th at 
College V dining hall at 8:30 P.M. 

The project is not funded 
through university or state funds 
and must seek support through 
private donations. Previous 
financial backing was received 
from a referendum decision which 
turned over UCSC graduate 
student fees to the project. These 
funds are now exhausted and the 
program must seek support 
elsewhere. Money i 
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the continued administration of 
the program in order to purchase 
books and other educational 
materials central to the success of 
the project. 

The project grew out of 
dissertation research conducted by 
Karlene Faith, a graduate student 
of History of Consciousness at 
UCSC. Very much concerned with 
the issues of prison reform, she 
sees her role as one of mediator 
between the prison community 
and society at large. She is a 
facilitator for the flow of 
information between the world of 
prison and the illusions held about 
it on the outside. Reform can only 
stem from understanding. 

‘We need to listen to them. We 
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can’t speak for them. My 
obligation is to be willing to let 
their experiences be known. It is 
important to get their message out 
to the people,” stated Ms. Faith. 
Women of the prison expressed 
a desire for further education 
beyond the grammer school and 
high school classes already offered. 
Existing programs at the prison 
are vocationally oriented. 
Training, offered in the fields of 
cosmotology and_ vocational 
housekeeping serve to reinforce 
the poverty cycle in which most of 
the women find themselves 
trapped, by preparing them for 
low paying, low status jobs. The 
development of the Santa Cruz 
Prison Project represents a viable 
alternative for women who see 
education as a means to economic 
well-being. Moreover, their 
education has become a 
consciousness raising experience. 
“It was common to hear women 
talk of themselves as failures. But, 


ath 
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by bringing them together to talk, 
they came to see their problems of 
the system. This ended the 
isolation of their problems. They 
began to sense the social nature of 
their situation,” explained Ms. 
Faith. 

The program has provided an 
opportunity for potential to 
blossom. One student has recently 
had an article about prison life 
published in a national magazine. 

Unique, because it is the first 
prison education program fo offer 
college credit for academic being 
done, the weekend workshop series 
offers courses in three disciplines, 
Humanities, Social Sciences and 
the Arts. Completion of three 
workshops in one area yields three 
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, 3 
quarter units of credit granted 
from the U.C. Extension. Courses 
taught by volunteer professors and 
graduate students include Women 
and the Law, in which instruction 
is given in the composition of legal 
writs; The Chicana Experience, 
Women and Economics, and 
Black Studies. 

Without funds the program 
remains limited and cannot move 
into other realms of activity, such 
as the establishment of a fegal 
defense fund. Ms. Faith 
emphasized that she and her 
associates are still dedicated to 
continue despite scarcity of funds. 

“We're not going to let the. 
program end because of lack of’ 
money, but it can’t go as far as 
we'd like it_ to.”

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Seeds of e New Fieldhouse? 


The first step towards expanding the inadequate physical education 
and recreation facilities at UC Santa Cruz may be in the works with the 
presentation of Governor Reagan’s new budget to the state legislature. 
Under consideration for inclusion in the budget is an allotment of funds, 
to begin the planning stages of a large new physical education facility on 
the North campus, which would serve as the new center of campus 
physical activity. The “North Campus” is the area west of Crown and 
north of Kresge which is designated as the future site of College 8. 

The original scheme for recreational facilities at Santa Cruz called for 
three large complexes to be\located at each of the three geographical 
centers of the campus (East-Cowell, West-College V, North-College 8). 
Those plans have been trimmed down in the last few lean years of the 
Reagan administration so that the original Fieldhouse in the east has had 
to suffice as the only recreational sports center on campus. The west side 
has been all but ighored in the process, having only a skimpy plot of grass 
parading around as a playing field, and the promise of tennis courts to be

Furthermore, no _ foreseeable 
federal highway money will be 
available in the next few years. 

Another difficulty encountered 
in the financing of Line 4 is that 
technically line 4 would be a 
“dead-end” or non-contiguous 
freeway. It would feed into 
Highway 1 north of the city; since 
Highway 1 north of the city is no 
longer part of the freeway system, 
the route would be a dead-end. 
This would be a great barrier to 
obtaining funds from the state 
department of freeways, which has 
a policy against funding 
noncontiguous freeways. 

Even further in the future 
appears to be the alteration of 
Highway 17 into a freeway. No

funds will be available for its 
improvement to a freeway until 
199S—and only then if the county 
and city get together right away 
and can agree on plans for it. 

Other startling news was the 
revelation that Mission Street 
would be obsolete from the day it 
was finished. The state had 
estimated the traffic capacity of 
the widened Mission Street with 
only 5,000 people living in the 
north coast. Now that the city is 
considering 15,000-20,000 on the 
north coast it appears that traffic 
on a Mission Street widened to six 
lanes with no on-street parking 
would be worse than ever. 

Planners were also looking for 
alternative routes other than 
Mission Street or a Freeway to get 
traffic across town. Building new 
routes, re-signalling others and 
one-waying streets near the 
bottleneck Chestnut-Highway 17- 
King-Highland Ave. intersection 
are all being considered.

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Planners made it clear that they 
did not yet have sufficient 
information to decide what is the 
best solution. They still need to 
make more vehicle counts on more 
streets and find out where cars are 
going and how far they travel 
along a given street. 

The project is based on a 
“multi-modal” model concurrent 
which allows for the transportation 
mix best suited to Santa Cruz, be it 
bus, transit system or increased 
road building. 

A useful result of the survey will 
be that enough will be known of 
the traffic situation so that 
projections of future traffic loads 
can be made. With these 
projections, probable levels of air 
pollution can be obtained. The 
maximum amount of vehicles 
desirable in Santa Cruz could be 
arrived at by forecasting the 
number of cars necessary to 
produce unacceptable levels of air 

pollution.

ABORTION ISSUE 
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abortions were performed there on 


® January 31 of this year—all by Los 


Gatos doctors. 

A crowd of approximately 150 
people protested the abortions in 
what spokesmen for the group 
called a “pro-life vigil” outside the 
hospital. 

Assistant hospital administrator 
John Allen said that the out-of- 
town doctors were hired because 
no Santa Cruz County doctors 
would perform the operations. 
There is great pressure among all 
the local doctors not to perform 
any abortions. 

The Supreme Court ruled on 
January 22 that women are legally 
entitled to an abortion any time up 
to three months of pregnancy. The 
decision further states that 
abortions may take place in 
private clinics. 

The county hospital Executive 
Committee thinks that since 


“ private clinics can be used, the. 


hospital’s abortion facilities are 
not necessary, the medical needs' of 
Santa Cruz women no longer being 
unmet. 

The elimination of the county 


clinic would prove to be a financial 
hardship on women who cannot 
afford an abortion done in a 
private clinic and very much need 
the deferred payment system 
provided by the General Hospital. 
Going out of town to get an 
abortion at anothér county 
hospital would result in the burden 
of travel expenses. 

' Allen expressed concern over 
the use of private clinics, which he 
feels could add to the risk of the 
ordinarily simple but “dangerous” 
medical procedure, which “‘should 
be performed in proper 
surroundings and under the care 
of an obstetrician.” 

In Santa Cruz county, where 
women desiring abortions are a 
majority of all the pregnant 
women in the county, abortion is a 
very real, very delicate situation. 
However, neither the Hospital 
Administration nor the Board of 
Supervisors wants to make a 
decision on the matter. When are 
these Santa Cruz men going to 
take a public stand on this issue 
that concerns so many women? 


developed, not overnight, but in 
ten years. I took only ten years for 
San Jose to develop.” 

As for highrise— “I don’t want 
to see any building higher than two 
stories on the coastline. I’d like to 
see nothing higher than five or six 
stories anywhere—I’d like to take 
the definition of ‘highrise’ from 
the Palomar Hotel.” When the 
Dream Inn was mentioned she 
rolled her eyes and laughed, ““The 
Dream Inn is an abortion that 
made it.” 

She was also opposed to the 
proposed convention center at 
Lighthouse Point. “I don’t feel we 
need the noise and confusion in 
that very placid residential area.” 
It would destroy the entire 
neighborhood—really turn it into 
a slum. I don’t even want a 
convention center—I would prefer 
something along the lines of a 
lyceum. 

“I want a cost-benefits analysis 
on the cost of providing services 
for the North Coast,” she said. “‘I 
want better definitions, ‘open 
space’ is just too vague a term—it 
should be pinned down. 

‘‘What I resent is the attitude 
that anyone who is against 
immediate annexation of the 
North Coast is just trying to stall. I 
don’t want to be put in the position 
of having a development presented 
and being told that it’s got a 
building permit, it’s got the 
zoning, there’s nothing you can do 
about it.” 

Ms. DiGirolamo became 
involved with city affairs through 
participation in the fight to stop

The Santa Cruz City Council has requested that city residents make 
known their suggestions for spending $455,000 in Federal revenue 
sharing money. 

The sum represents only about 5 percent of the total city budget---just 
about equal to the annual increase in city operation costs due to higher 
salaries and inflation. 

Because there is not enough money to accomplish even a fraction of 
the projects proposed for the money it is important that careful 
consideration be given to each choice. 

Possible uses for the money include a revolving fund for the 
preservation of historic buildings, improvement of Mission St., 
subsidized bus service for the elderly and the young or added bus rates, a 
new jail (law enforcement center) to be built cooperatively by the city and 
county, purchasing funds for parks, and “special services”which covers 
for instance, the Emergency Employment Act Personnel which the city 
hired this year. 

They were used on community development projects, inspection and 
zoning. Also suggested was a reduction in the tax rate. $9300 would be 
needed for each penny reduction in the tax rate.
